 Mayor Patterson – reported: Thanked the Board, Clerk DeTine and Marilyn from the 
Akron Bugle for attending the Emergency Services meeting held last night with Local 
Government Representatives, First Responders from both the Village and Town, to discuss the 
plan going forward regarding the Coronavirus.  He asked for all to please follow the CDC 
recommendations for our current situation.  He discussed the protocol changes for the Village 



office which are as follows:  The Office will be closed for public access until March 31, 2020 but 
will be staffed to answer phones and process all the mail/payments. All utility bills can be 
mailed, dropped in the night deposit or paid on-line. 
 
 Trustee Forrestel – reported: held conversations with Village Arborist Brad Baer 
regarding tree removals. Trees that were scheduled to be removed this winter have been 
removed.  Still deciding on what to do on Cedar Street as the utility lines are replaced.  Potential 
ides would be to complete utility work, fix sidewalks and then plant a smaller growing tree.  
Another possible idea is to get permission to plant trees on the property owner side of the 
easement; HR Committee successfully completed the proposal for the Union contract and are 
awaiting the Unions answer; Still in the midst of updating the Village handbook and attended a 
meeting with the HR Committee prior to tonight’s Board meeting to answer the list of 14 
questions and or recommendations presented by the Department Heads.  The Clerk will send the 
updates to Sheri Mooney at Mind Squad, who will then present the Board with draft #2.  Lastly, 
requested an Executive Session regarding Personnel. 
 
 Trustee Folger – reported:  Met with the Celebration Committee on March 11, 2020 to 
discuss the July 4th celebration, all set with contracts for the event; Attended, along with Trustee 
Middaugh, a Police Committee meeting last night where they held an interview with a potential 
candidate for a part-time Police Officer; also attended the Emergency Services meeting last night 
regarding the Coronavirus.
